Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-25 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of 
the specification (MPEP § 21 1.01), none of the references of record alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in independent 
claim 1, including "marginal utility" (supported at e. g., page 6, lines 3-5), "utility" 
(supported at e. g., page 6, lines 1-5), "step size" (supported at e. g., page 7, lines 23- 
27, page 8, lines 1-8), "optimization" (supported at e. g., page 8, lines 4-8) wherein the 
utility function is unknown, step size effectiveness with only information on the marginal 
utility is determined, utility is not evaluated, and an effective step size is deployed to 
achieve utility optimization of resource allocation. 

The closest prior art (California Scientific Software (CSS), Introduction to Neural 
Networks teaches a training data set that represents plurality of inputs and "correct" 
outputs with the learning rate of Hebb's rule establishing the step size used in gradient 
descent to achieve error minimization. Margin relates to a change in output related to a 
change in input in the input value. However, CSS does not teach utility optimization 
since the CSS objective function actually is the difference between the Neural Network 
output and the 'correct" answer where the weights at the neurons are adjusted to 
minimize error which would be different from a process that optimizes utility. 

Inter alia, other independent claims cite similar limitations with claim 9 limiting to 
constraints, marginal utility without the determination or knowledge of the objective 
function but yet optimizing allocation of resources on a local basis.
